SCHOOL ENROLLMENT | 
DURING MARCH IS 
MUCH INCREASED 


Total Registration During March 8,860 
—253 More Than Last Year. 
Recnecmnee 

The total enrolment of the Public 
schools for the month of March was 
8,860, which was a gain of 253 over 
the corresponding month of last year, 
when the enrolment was 8,607. 

The percentage of attendance was 
89.58, Increase in attendance over 
the previous month was 20, but there 
was a falling-off in the attendance at 
the High schools of 34. 

During the month the Truant Offi- 
cer investigated 192 cases, 177 of these 
being for the Public schools and 15 
from the Separate schools. of the 
children 62 were found to be sick, 24 
were truants and 82 cases were found 
to be sick, 24 were truants and 82 
cases were found to be due to the tn- 
difference of parents, seven had left 
the city and six were working and re- 
turned to school, 

The School Medical Officer made 1, 
206 inspections at different schools. 
Of the children examined 177 or 14.67 
per cent. were found defective in some 
respect, exclusive of defective teeth 
Defects of the teeth totalled 323, or 
26.78 per cent, 

There were 10 to 15 cases of scarlet 
fever in the Donald Ross district, but 
no new cases had been reported for 
the last ten days, so the outbreak was 
considered to be under control,

Hon, Arthur Meighen warns the 
public against considering those 
who engage in production as ren- 
dering service to the Empire com- 
parable to that of the men who go 
into the trenches at risk of life and 
limb. lis warning may do some- 
thing to correct the contrary no- 
tion spread by Sir Robert Borden 
and Mr. Bennett in their speaking 
tour a few months ago. It is to be 
hoped it will. The impression giv- 
en by the National Service cam- 
paign was that the man who took a 
job in Canada on a farm or in a 
munition factory, and the man 
who lent money to the Govern- 
ment at a high rate of interest, 
were entitled to consider them- 
selves as sharing in the sacrifice 
of the men who face the bullets 
and bayonets of the enemy. In 
point of faet neither those who 
produce for wages nor those who 


lend for interest. are entitled to 
any particular eredit on the 
ground of patnotie effort. The 


difference between their service— 
for it is servicee—and that of the 
soldier is just the difference be- 
tween serving at a profit and serv- 
ing at the highest sacrifice a man 
can make, ‘ 


Mr, Tweedie thinks the Provin- 
cial Government should back the 
notes of individual farmers who 
wish to buy live stock, without re- 
quiring neighbors to form them- 
selves into a co-operative group in 
order to get tlie guarantee, That 
looks more like a lawyer's argu- 
ment that a serious statement of 
policy, If Mr. Tweedie were a min- 
ister and responsible for public 
money it is not likely he would 
adopt any such course, And if he 
did it is still less likely that he 
would continue to be a minister 
very long. If ‘‘eow loans” are to 
produce the results hoped foythey 
must be made not only to the well 
to do farmer but to’ thevone who 
is not in position to finance his 
operations lone-handed at, the 
bank. That is, loans must be made 
on character, as well as on tang- 
ible security, No government can 
be expected to know all the farm- 
ers in all parts of the country as 
well as they are known to their 
neighbors; or well enough to jus- 
tify loaning public money on the 
strength of their knowledge. A 
farmer who is known to be reli- 
able will have no trouble in get- 
ting himself included in a co-op- 
erative association such as requir- 
ed by the Act, Certainly one 
whose neighbors would not admit 
him to such an association is not 
a man for whom the public ought 
to be made financially responsible, 
Put in practice Mr. Tweedie’s pro- 
posal would mean either that only 
farmers in good circumstances 
would get the benefit of the Aet 
or that loans would be handed out 
to parties of unknown reliability 
at the risk of the Province.

there. 


So far no action has been start- 
ed looking either to the recovery 
of the money or the punishment 
of the criminals. Why not? 

The Solicitor General of Canada 
gives out what are presumably the 
latest figures in regard to recruit- 
ing. He says 422,000 men have 
been enlisted, and 300,000 have 
been sent overseas. There are, ac- 
cording to the recent reports, 
about fifty thousand men enlisted 
for oversea service yet in Canada. 
The difference between the num- 
ber enlisted and the uamber sent 
oversea and still to be sent 
amounts to seventy-two thousand 
men, representing the number re- 
jected in Canada after enlistment. 
During a discussion in Parliament 
a few weeks ago it came out that 
there was a difference of seventy 
thousand between the number sent 
oversea and those accounted for as 
still in service or as casualties, this 
seventy thousand representing evi- 
dently the number rejected after 
being sent to England. The total 
number of rejeeted men on both 
sides of the ocean seems therefore 
to stand at 142,000. leaving 280,- 
000 men fit for service at the 
front, including those already sent 
oversea and all those now enlisted 
in Canada, At this computation 
we are still 220,000 men short of 
the half million effectives we pro- 
mised to contribute to the Allied 
fighting forces.

WARWICK IS FINE 
ATHLETE AS WELL 
AS FILM FAVORITE 


With the yearly statement of the 
finuncial and physical condition of the 
end of 1916, comes to light the fact 
that Robert Warwick, well-known

The Act is a highly important one, 
as it provides for the inspection of 
factories with regard to sanitary con- 
ditions and the due provision of pro- 
tection, establishes the minimum 
wage principle, permits no one under 
th eage of 15 being employed, and 
fixes the working day at ten hours, 
with eight hours for night work. The 
measure applies to all factories in the 
province. So far as the Act will ac- 
tually affect the workers of the pro- 
vinee, the situation is hardly yet un- 
derstood, and a good deal of consid- 
eration will have to be given its pro- 
visions.

Preparing the Ground, 
After having cleared the land of all 


tree stumps and debris, have it thor- 
oughly plowed or spaded at least rs 
inches deep. It would be wise to have 
lots of rotten manure plowed in with 
it, If you want a level lawn, have 
stakes put in every 14 feet each way, 


and level up to those stakes, filling in 
the holes with your worst kind of soil.

Old Lawns. 

In regard to treatment of old lawns, 
we must go back to last fall to see 
whether proper treatment was given.

Some Drawbacks. 


I have already pointed out the bad 
effects of av} clays and deficient 
drainage, causing fungi, sour soil, and 
th owth of mosses and sorrel. This 
hi remedied to some extent by a 
jr us application of sharp sand. I 
\ d recommend, when applying 

t to lawns, to put it on lightly 
thre times during a season—about 
one-third of a yard to every lawn, 50 
ft. by 50 ft., euch dressing; the first 
application not to be given until 
krowth is well started, and the other 
two at equal distances apart during 
the season The application of sand 
to lawns should only be used when 


conditions warrant its use, but if used 
rightly it will have a wholesome ef- 
fect on the grass plants. 

Sand has a twofold action on lawns. 


It acts as an aerator of the soil, the 
sharp particles forcing themselves 
through the closely packed soil, and 
thereby starting chemical action of 


the soil by breaking up and allowing 


the various elements that go to build 
up plant life to become available, at 
the same time*allowing the soil to re-

Sand isa 
er of grasses, and retards a very vigor- 
ous coarse growth, and here is where 
the harm is done if a too liberal dress- 
ing is give Whe you have a good 
surface soil that has become hard and 
cracked, I would recommend spiking. 
We have an entire absence of worms 
in this country, so we have to adopt 
other means to fill their place. Lawns 
that are used for recreation purposes 
suffer in consequence of having too 
hard a surface, and for a small lawn 
hand spiking can be resorted to. Take 
a piece of 1-inch hardwood, 6x6-inches 
wide, and insert a number of 6-inch 
spikes, and securely fasten in the cen- 
tre a broom handle, and tamp all over 
the lawn uniformly; or a 6- ongued 
garden fork can be used in the same 
manner, This will add to the porosity 
of the soll, and thus allow nitrification 
to take place more readily. In regard 
to rolling of lawns, I do not advocate 
it gnly where absolutely necessary to 
secure a level surface, This should 
only be done Jightly, and never after a 
heavy rainfall It packs the surface 
too hard, and causes it to become like 
the road In regard to watering, al- 
ways water well; never half do it. The

The Berlin public stil! maintaing tts 
attitude of indifference to the crisis 
and a similar apathy is reported from 
other cities. In no instance, us far as 
is known, have Americans been 
subject of unpleasant incidents, The 
foreign office declares that no change 
is contemplated in the attitude of the 
kovernment toward Americans or Am- 
erican property. Citizens of the Unit- 
ed States will be treated as neutrals 
even although the state of war reso- 
‘ution is passed by congress and will 
have every freedom to either leave the 
country or stay. Only a different atti 
tude accorded to German 
the United States, foreign office offi- 
cials say, will change the government's 
attitude. They add that Germany 
wards the treaty of 1799 as in 
force and will live up to it, 

There is little definite data available
